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In view of the amendment and remarks filed on May 03, 2007, the IDS filed has 
been reviewed and the art rejections have been withdrawn. Some of the pending 
claims are vague and indefinite, and are rejected under 35 USC 112, 2 nd paragraph as 
following: 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 5, 
line 8, the term "Monel" and "panadium". Applicant is required to clarify what these 
terms mean, it appears that "Monel" is a tradename, which should be capitalized 
wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 7, 8, 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 7, line 4 the phrase "said conductive pattern member" should be 
changed to a plural form as - said conductive pattern members -. 

In claim 8, in line 3, "of said conductive pattern member" should be changed to - 
of each of said conductive pattern members -. 

Claim 1 1, the dependency should be changed to claim 8, since there is no "thin 
film conductive layer" mentioned in claim 7. 

Claim 12 is indefinite as there is no "thin film conductive layer" mentioned in 
claim 9". Applicant is suggested to insert after "to claim 9," the following - a thin film 
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conductive layer is coated over an external surface of each of said conductive pattern 
members, --.

4. Claims 7, 8, 1 1-12 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
